Rains and delayed shearin g perm itted 
a big population of screw w orm s to 
develop early in 1935. 
The low n u m ­ 
bers of cases during 1936 show that 
good w ork has been done in prevent­ 
ing cases, but the high death rate in­ 
dicates that infested anim als either 
are not treated or that they are mis­ 
treated with harm ful substances. 
A ny wounds on anim als being han­ 
dled fo r m arking, branding and cas­ 
tratin g should be coated with a light 
apj Mention of pine ta r oil. 
Screw 
worm flies a n not a b u n d a n t at this 
time of the year, but w arm days may 
bring them out. 
Of the flies e m erg ­ 
ing during w arm periods of w inter 
some will <1 ie without having had a 
chance to lay eggs. and in this way 
will decreas'e the spring population 
of screw worms. 
The screw worm 
flies having an opportunity to lay 
eggs en wounds will provide a c a rry ­ 
over of the pest, and flies developing 
from such infestations will rapidly 
increase their 
num bers 
during the 
spring months.

Arenchi, well-known Purina dairy au­ 
thority. 
Dairymen are always anxious 
to see spring g rass, for they know they 
w,j 11 see its effect in a fuller milk pail. 


"Frequently, 
though, pasture gets 
dairymen into trouble," Arends points 
out. 
"They expect too much of it. 
As 
a nuiltfr of fact, they depend oil grass 
to do Hie em ire job of feeding cows. 
For a while, they get plenty of milk*, 
but its tile pasture season coes on tile 
cows gradually heroine mn down in 
condition, Tile result is that when fall 
roils around the cows are not only 
down in flesh lint off in milk produc­ 
tion. 
It usually requires double the 
amount of grain to get them Dullf lip 
again. 
"There is. however, a rigid way to 
take advantage of N lure's gift. First 
of ail. cows should not Ie* turned out 
on the young c r a s s ion soon. 
Give 
the grass a fair chace* 
to g t 
ii 
rooted to withstand the trampling of 
the cows and furnish an abundance 
of nutrients for a longer stretch of 
time. 
Keep Up Body Wt-ght 
"Another thing,” says Arends, "with 
ids cows on pasture the wise dairy­ 
man feeds just enough of a balanced 
grain 
ration to keep up tile body 
weight 
of 
ids 
cows. 
I'sually 
the 
amount is only one half the amount 
fed 
in 
winter 
with 
dry 
roughage. 
Handling cows lids way keeps them 
up in body weight and assures good 
milk production in tin* fall when prices 
are highest.” 
In talking about actual tests of feed­ 
ing cows on pastures, Arends cites re­ 
sea reb work done at the Buri na Ex­ 
perimental Farm in Gray Summit, Mo. 
He tells of cows eating 40 to OO lbs. of 
green grass dally, but getting no grain, 
losing 200 lbs. of body weight In 3 
months’ time 
On the other hand, 
cows given a balanced grain ration to 
’supplement 
t ii «* I r pasture actually 
gained in weight and be kl up ii! milk 
production." 


While on pasture, light breeds such 
as the Jersey and Guernsey, should 
get I lh. of grain for each 6 lbs. of 
milk und the larger bree*hi thou**! teet 
a pound of tic* grain ration for each 
7 to 8 lbs. of milk, according to Arends. 
Ile points out that as the pasture gets 
shorter Hie grain ration should be 
step|x*vi up. 


Dry Pastures Need Help 


“During ho*, w e a t h e r or severe 
drouth, cows should tie given a gallon 
of Hulky las night aud morning, in ad­ 
dition to their grain ration." 
Ile says 
•oakiug it increases its succulence and 
advises the adding of I gallon of water 
to each gallon of buUty-ias. 


"lo looking forward to the pasture 
s e a s o n , " Arends says, "Dairymen 
should keep in mind t Ital pasture Is 
either grass plus a balanced grain feed 
or grass pius cow 
flesh. 
It's 
far 
cheaper and safer to give cows a grain 
ration on grass right from the start 
than try to make up for the mistake 
inter on when tile cows become run 
down in condition."
